The chief ex ecutiv e, acceding 
to the request o f Harv ey Tuff- 
man, president pro tern o f the 
senate, and Speaker Ro y E. Fur­ 
man o f the ho use, to call the 
legislature, said his co nfience 
in the judiciary had been “ be­ 
tray ed.”

o f Greece early to day , wrecking 
o ne entire v illage and smashing 
many buildings o v er a wide area. 
Repo rts reaching Athens fro m 
stricken v illages said 15 perso ns 
were kno wn dead and at least 
50 injured. Virtually all ho uses 
were destro y ed in the small v il­ 
lage o f Lefanaka. 
The go v ernment hurried as­ 
sistance by ro ad and rail as 
residents, kept in fear by a suc­ 
cessio n

searched the ruins fo r v ictims. 
Athens itself suffer« ! little 
damage, but the quake was so 
sev ere many residents fled pan­ 
ic-stricken into the streets to 
await dawn. 
The quake centered o n the is­ 
land o f Eubo ea, no rtheast o f 
Athens. First repo rts to ld o f a 
half-do zen casualties, but many 
mo re were feared in Neapalatia, 
a v illage o f 1,200 po pulatio n 
where few buildings were left 
standing.

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STRAYER’S WARNING 
If p ublic education in America is to justify 
its long and sp lendid tradition, it must be on 
its guard against encroach ment, h owever slow 
and insidious, by th e federal government. Ty ­ 
ing strings to th e allocation of federal subsi­ 
dies to education in th e states may of itself 
seem innocuous, but it migh t be th e first step 
toward an ultimate th rottling control. Th is is 
a warning sounded by Dr. George D. Stray er, 
outstanding ex p ert in sch ool administration, 
before 100 teach ers at th e summer session at 
Columbia, and it is worth h eeding by p ublic 
sch ool auth orities every wh ere. 
Federal grants totaling $855,000,000 for th e 
nex t six y ears are recommended to President 
Roosevelt by h is advisory committee on educa­ 
tion, but its members would h ave th e disp osition 
of th e money , once in th e h ands of th e states, 
subject to ap p roval by th e United States office 
of education. Dr. Stray er admits mistakes may 
be made if state educational auth orities h ave 
a free h and in th e sp ending of th is money , but 
h e h olds th a t'is better th an to accede to wh at 
migh t be only th e beginning of a much more 
general federal control. He said: 
“It is true th at th e rep ort disavows any in­ 
tention of controlling th e curriculum or p ro­ 
cesses of teach ing. It is p robable, h owever, th at 
if we become accustomed to th e idea of federal 
interference or control, in th e long run we may 
move in th e direction of a centralized sch ool 
sy stem.” 
Such a sy stem would h ave p erils th at would 
far outweigh advantages. 
Th e glory of th e 
American free education sy stem is th at it h as 
evolved th rough th e most ex tensive ap p lica­ 
tion of th e p rincip les of trial and error. Edu­ 
cational ex p eriments adop ted in one 
p lace 
h ave been taken up elsewh ere. Th ere h as been 
a general adap tation of curricula to meet region­ 
al and industrial needs. One p attern does not 


and cannot fit th e wh ole country . Th e states 
are, and sh ould be, so many educational labora­ 
tories. 


POPULATION GROWTH 
With rare ex cep tions, American communi­ 
ties, large and small, asp ire for larger p op ula­ 
tion and greater territorial size. 
Among cities 
and towns and even h amlets of nearly equal 
size th ere ex ists keen comp etition, and census 
figures are as eagerly awaited as th e ump ire’s 
decision in a ball game. 
Th ere are advantages in urban bigness. Th e 
more p eop le, th e more business, and th e more 
business th e greater p rosp erity for all. 
Th e 
larger th e city , th e greater its cultural ad­ 
vantages and th e more numerous and varied its 
sources of amusement and recreation. 
For 
many of th e best th ings in life th e p eop le of 
th e smaller communities must go to th e big 
cities. 
But th ere is also a p rice to p ay for th e dis­ 
tinction of urban bigness. 
As a city grows in 
,size and p op ulation its p eop le become more 
like so many scurry ing ants in a disturbed ant 
h ill. Homes become tenements. Th e few blocks 
between h ome and th e p lace of emp loy ment 
become miles. 
Privacy vanish es, th e cost of 
living keep s p ace with th e growth of p op ula­ 
tion, and even th e p ure air an£ quiet are taken 
away . 
As th ey build h igh er and wider let th e towns 
and cities h eed th ese words of an official of 
th e United States Ch amber of Commerce: 
“Wh ile th e ex istence of a town or city dep ends 
up on business, th e ex istence is not justified un­ 
less th e p rofits of business make life in th at 
town constantly more and more worth living.” 
It is as imp ortant to th e community to guard 
against th e disadvantages of bigness as it is to 
strive for bigness, and th e p lace th at grows 
wisely need not regret its greater size.

Washington, J uly 19 (A*)—O ffi­ 
cials of the American Medical 
Association heaped criticism to­ 
day on a presidential commit­ 
tee’s recommendation 
for an 
$8 50,000,000 gov ernment health 
program. 
The far-reaching v enture, pro­ 
posed to the National Health 
Conference 
y esterday , 
would 
hav e two general aims: 
1. It would ex pand general 
public health facilities, try to 
eradicate tuberculosis, v enereal 
diseases, and malaria and to con­ 
trol 
pneumonia 
and 
cancer 
deaths, and dev elop maternal 
and child health centers. 
2. It would use some state, 
local and federal funds to build 
hospitals, maintain free beds, 
and giv e grants-in-aid for re­ 
search. 
Presentation of the proposal 
by a committee on medical care 
appointed by President Roosev elt 
started an immediate dispute. 
Dr. Irv in Abell of Louisv illle, 
Ky ., president of the A. M. A., 
termed the program unworkable. 
Dr. Hugh Cabot of the May o 
clinic, Rochester, Minn., a lead­ 
er of the “ rebel” group in the 
medical association, replied: 
“ Maintenance of the stand­ 
ards of medical practice by the 
medical profession as at present 
organized has been grossly un­ 
satisfactory .” 
Dr. Olin West, secretary of the 
A. M. A., and Dr. Morris Fish- 
bein, editor of the association’s 
journal, joined Dr. Abell in pre­ 
paring a more complete criti­ 
cism of the proposal. 
In his first comment, Dr. Abell 
argued that further studies were 
needed because medical require­ 
ments v aried widely in different 
localities. He added: 
“ Those people who think that 
they can dev ise a centrally con­ 
trolled 
medical 
serv ice 
plan 
which can be fitted to the v ary ­ 
ing conditions of the states, 
counties and cities of this coun­ 
try are discussing theories which 
no practical health administra­ 
tion could possibly approv e.” 
Dr. Cabot said he did not feel 
much confidence in the results of 
the A. M. A. surv ey of medical 
needs. He asserted thousands of 
persons 
lacked 
medical 
care 
while thousands of y oung phy ­ 
sicians “ are starv ing to death.” 
y isibly upset by Dr. Cabot’s 
charges, Dr. West commented 
that “ one member of the medi­ 


cal profession has held it up to 
ridicule.” 
“ I don’t know whether the 
medical profession is any more 
proud of him than he is of it,” 
he added. 
It became apparent today , how­ 
ev er, that the social security 
board, the children’s bureau of 
the labor department, the public 
health serv ice, and other feder­ 
al agencies concerned with the 
nation's health had perfected 
the federal-state program with­ 
out the adv ice of the medical 
association. 
Clifford E. Waller, assistant 
surgeon general of the Public 
Health Serv ice, presented a part 
of it dealing with ex pansion of 
general health serv ices which 
alone would prov ide up to $100,- 
000,000 annually fo r public medi­ 
cal care during the nex t sev en 
y ears. 
Under the program $23,000,000 
would be spent in strengthening, 
public 
health departments in 
states and counties; 
$43,000,000 
for the control of tuberculosis; 
$47,000,000 for control of v ener­ 
eal diseases; 
$22,000,000 for the 
reduction of pneumonia mortal­ 
ity ; 
$25,000,000 for cancer con- 


trol; 
$10,000,000 for malaria 
control; 
$10,000,000 for mental 
hy giene and $20,000,000 for in­ 
dustrial hy giene.

TUNNEL BLAST 
IN EAST KILLS 


TEN LABORERS 
Baltimore, Ju ly 20 (Æ>)—A pre­ 
matu re ex plosion of 450 pou nds 
of dy napiite k illed ten members 
of a crew of eighteen work men 
blasting a water tu nnel throu gh 
solid rock two hu ndred feet be­ 
low the su rface negr the city 
pu mping station today . 
Sev en men were k illed ou tright 
as the bu rst of rock rolled 
throu gh the tu nnel. Three of the 
elev en brou ght' to the su rface 
aliv e died in hospitals. Only fou r 
escaped inju ry . 
Officials of the constru ction 
company said the blast which 


occu rred 
abou t 
sev en o’clock 
mu st hav e been set off by acci­ 
dent while the men were tamp­ 
ing down the hu ge charge of ex ­ 
plosiv e. 
The white members of the 
crew escaped with their liv es. 
The dead, all Baltimore Negroes, 
were Willie Lee, 37; Charles Du r­ 
ham, 27; Lu ther Randolph, 28; 
Melv in Du k e, 29 ; Henry Sanford, 
24; James Hou gh, 36 ; Charles 
Harv ey , 23; William Botts, 37; 
James Key , 22, and Robert 
James, 26. 
It was the task of the mining 
crew, work ing from midnight to 
8 a. m., to blast away the rock 
for the day crew to remov e. Dis­ 
aster came when the final charge 
of the night ex ploded prema­ 
tu rely . None of the inju red men 
were able to ex plain what had 
happened. 
Sev eral of the bodies were 
mangled so that identification 


was difficu lt. The crew was com­ 
posed of both whites and Ne­ 
groes. 
Phillip Lesser, white, one of the 
first men brou ght ou t of the 
shaft, su ffered painfu l bu rns 
abou t the Y ace and was u nable to 
tell how the tragedy occu rred. 
Constru ction of the sev en-mile 
water tu nnel between the Lak e 
Montebello Filtration plant and 
the Gu npowder riv er was begu n 
in 137 by the J. E. Shea com­ 
pany of Los Angeles, to prov ide 
an additional su bterranean v ia­ 
du ct to su pplement the Balti­ 
more city water su pply . 
Work was carried bn simu ltan­ 
eou sly 
from 
sev eral 
v ertical 
shafts bu t only one section was 
affected by the blast. 
A three-y ear time limit was 
placed on the $5,300,000 PWA 
project, 
employ ing 
some 
500 
work men, and day and night 
crews were maintained.
